Next, Tiresday, May 14, Bethel 
voters will be given a chance to 
express. their views on zoning, 
Following the public hearing on 
May 2, the Planning Board niet 
to decide its recommendations on 
the. articles in the warrant, In. or~ 
der that the voters might fully 
understand the articles and. the 
recommendations. of the board, 
thig article will attempt to clari- 
fy. the. proposed changes In. the 
Zoning Ord{natice. 

‘The. Board recommends. that 
articles 3, 12,14, 16, 17, 21, 23, 23, 
24, and 25 be passed. Article 3 
wonld change the area in West 
Bethel from the Favreau mill 
property to Pine Grove Cemetery 
from Industrial-to Highway Com- 
mercial, Artidle 12 provides that 
Subdividers must provide a pub- 
lie. street in accordance with 
Bethel’s Subdivision Regulations, 
This will prevent inconsistencies 
by making. a written law of the 
present policy of the town. 

Article 14 will permit two fam- 
ily and multi-family dwellings din 
the Residential-Farming district; 
the ‘ot area must allow 5,000 more 
square féet for each additional 
unit, Article 16 would change the 
zoning on both sides of Route 26 
from the Greenwood town line to 
Beaver Brook from R-F to High~ 
way Commercial. Article 17 -will 
permit mobile homes in the In- 
dustrial district as. long as they 
are not on. the same Jot as an In- 
dustry, and as long as the lot Is 
large enough, 

Article. 21-22-23 are concerned 
with signs; Article 21 will per- 
mit directional signs at intersec- 
tions of Stale numbered high- 
ways and foad leading to the 
advertised business.
